Therefore It organlied 
In three of the State Normal schools 
special courses' for rural teachers. 
These courses are attended by less 
than 75 students. . We know now that 
rural schools • deserve and require a 
different organization and course of 
study from graded schools, and that 
they require teachers possessing sym- 
pathy n I irr, and appreciation of.ru 
ral school conditions—that Is, teach- 
ers with -tyecisl training for rural 
schools. 


.The time came for'this county 


when the lack of trained country 
school teachers was felt more acufely 
and the result was the organization 
of the Onelda County Teachers' 
Training School. The school started 
with dlsoouraglngly'few. 
students, 


but this number 13 constantly.grow- 
Ing and today the school has more 
students than had most of/the" other 
county training schools at -the.-end of 
the first year. For instance, JTaupa- 
ca county 'with a population three 
times as large as tint of ibis county 
closed the first year of Its /TrainIng 
School with an enrollment/of two less 
than our school has now.' In about 
5 years It grew to about 40 or. 50 stu- 
dents. Tlitre Is surely no cause for 
discouragement; this county's school 
la growing slowly, but with a healthy 
growth and at the end of the'year It 
will have a number of graduates 
ready to do real teaching in the rural 
schools of Gnelda county?'
